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GRAND BANaUET, 

GIVEN BY JAMES MORRELL, ESQUIRE, 

TO THE 

OXFORD VOLUNTEER RIFLE CORPS. 

(From the Or/ord Jcmmal oi Sept. 39, I860.} 

From th« very oommenoement of the Rifle Corps move- 
ment in this city, no one has manifested a warmer interest 
in it than James Morrell, Es(|., of Headington Hill House, 
for he not only subscribed liberally to the fund, but, in 
order to make the Corps more complete, headed the sub- 
scription list for a band with a munificent donation, which 
at once secured that object. In addition to this, at the very 
first assembling of the Corps in the county, it was announced 
by Capt. Bowyer that he was authorised by Mrs. Morrell to 
intimate her intention of presenting the Corps with colours. 
That liberal offer, on the part of Mrs. Morrell, she was not 
l>ermitted to carry out, as colours are supposed to be incon- 
sistent with a Rifle Corns, notwithstandmg the fact that 
such presentations have been made at Cambridge, Swindon, 
and a variety of other places in the kingdom. The first 
march out of Oxford which the Corps made was to Mr. 
Morrell's residence, where they went, in compliment to him, 
on his birth-day, and were allowed to visit his grounds and 
gardens. At that time Mr. Morrell expressed his regret that, 
owing to his house being full of company, he was unable to 
entertun the corps, but intimated his intention of doing so 
on a future occasion. It was at first contemplated to invite 
the Corps to a dinner in his grounds, but, owing to the un- 
certainty of the weather, he abandoned that intention, and 
resolved to give a banquet in the Town Hall, where his 
guests would be perfectly independent of the weather. With 
a view of makii^; this the first recognition of the Volunteer 
movement in this city as complete as possible, Mr. Morrell 
resolved to invite the principal persons in the County, Uni- 
versity, and Citv, to join nim in this complimentary de- 
monstration, which took place on Thursday last. 

The Hall was fitted up for the occasion in exceedingly 
good taste, and over the Chairman's seat were suspended the 
oolours belonging to the Old Oxfordshire Local Militia, re- 
cently found in the Tower, and since placed in the County 
Hall, from whence they were removed for this special 
occasion. The tables were decorated with elegant glass and 
china vases, filled with the choicest flowers from Mr. Mor- 
rell's conservatory, and had a most charming effect. A 

SUery was erected for the ladies in the recess opposite the 
lainnan's seat, and the platform at the south end of the 
Hall was also set apart for their accommodation. In front 
of the latter were ranged choice and beautiful plants from 
Mr. Bates's nursery. 

The following ladies received inritations to witness the 
proceedings :— The Duchess of Marlborough, the Countess 
of Waldegrave, the Baroness North, the Baroness Wenman, 
Lady Qeorgiana Bertie, Lady Elizabeth Bertie, the Misses 
Henley, Mrs. Fane, Mrs. Hamersley, Mrs. John Fane, Mrs. 
Taunton, the Mayoress, and about 150 ladies of the City of 
Oxford. 

The Orpheus Olee Union were engaged for the oooasion, 
and occupied a position at the foot of the ladies' gallery in the 
recess ; and the Oxford City Rifle Corps Band were stationed 
on the balcony overlooking the Town Hall yard. 

The members of the Oxford City Rifle Corps mustered in 
Broad-street soon after four o'clock, and marched to the 
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Town HaJI with the band at five o'clock. They were then 
shown to their places, which were admirably arranged, as 
the name of every member was written on a card on the 
place appropriated to him. The centre tables were appro- 
priated exduRively to the members of the Corps, and the 
remainder of the tablen to the general company. The high 
table was occupied by the most distinguished visitors, the 
Lord-Lieutenant of the County sitting on one side of Mr. 
Morrell (who of course occupied the chair), and Colonel 
North, as the Commanding Officer of the Seoond Oxfordshire 
Rifles, on the other. 

At half-past five o'clock the donor of the feast entered the 
Hall, accompanied by the guests whom he had invited to 
meet the Corps, the members of the Corps standing and the 
Band playing " The roast beef of Old England." Grace was 
then said by the Bishop of Oxford, after which the company 
took their seats, and the dinner commenced The Chair- 
man and most of the County Magistrates appeared in 
uniform ; the University and City (Sgnitaries wore their 
dress robes ; and. with two galleries filled with ladies in 
evening dress, Mrs. Morrell and the Mayoress and her 
daughter occupying conspicuous positiomi, ^e effect was 
most brilliant. The banquet was, without exception, the most 
magnificent that has been given in this city, and it reflects 
infiuQite credit on Mr. Wood, cook of Balliol College, to whom 
the entire arrangements were confided. The following is a

Champagne Cup and Claret Cup. 

Dessert. — Pines, peaches, nectarines, greengages, Savoy 
cakes, melons, grapes, filberts, walnuts, biscuits, French, 
sweetbreads, almonds and raisins, &c.

On the conclusion of the dinner, the Orphcns Glee Union 
sang grace from the Laudi SiiirUtuUi (A. D., 1646), " For 
these and all Thy mercies given." 

The CUAIBMAN said he rose with great pleaiinro to give 
the first toast, which all Englishmen drank with pleasure 
and delight, and none more so than the dtiaens of Oxford 
and all assembled on this occasion. He would give them 
•* The Queen— long may she live, and long may we have the 
gratification of seeing her on the Throne.* (Muchcheennff.) 

The Orpheus Glee Union sang the National Anthem, the 
company Toining in the chorus with great effect 

The Chairmah then proposed " The Pnnoe Consort and 
the younger branches of the Royal Family," and remarked 
that his Royal Highness was an example to all the worW as 
a husband and a fikther. (Much cheering.) 

The Chairman next gave " The health of that illustnous 
Prince, the Prince of Wales." whom they had the satisfac- 
tion of having as a resident within the waUs of this city for 
some months, and whoee return would be welcomed with 
ploafiure and delight by every one in this City, University, 
and County. They sincerely wished him health and hap- 
piness on his tour, a pleasant voyage, and a safe return 
tojhis native land. (Tremendous cheering.) , 

Ode, by the Orpheus Glee Union—" Hail to thee. AUktI. 
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Th» Ghaibhan then proposed " The Army and Navy," 
and remarked that it was a toast that every Englishman 
would receive with such enthusiasm that it needed no com- 
ment from him to commend it to their notice. It afforded 
him great pleasure to find in this room the Armv represented 
by a young officer who had served his country all the days of 
his life— he alluded to CoL Payne, who, like every member 
of the Army and Xavy, was prepared, as they always had 
been, to do their duty to their Queen and Country. (Loud 
cheers.) 

Colonel Paths responded to the toast, and said that it 
was a great satisfaction to the regular army and navy to 
know that they were backed up by 150,000 gallant volun- 
teers, ready to spill their blood for the defence of their 
common country. He denied altogether that there was any 
jealousy of the Volunteers on the part of the regular army : 
on the contrary, they had been the first to recognise and 
admit the wonderful skill and readiness which the Volun- 
teers displayed in all field movements they had hitherto 
witnestecL He hoped that the same feeling would always 
exist, and he was certain that Volunteers would show, 
whether they acted as skirmishers or in battalion, that the 
people of England could no longer be termed an unmiHtary 
people. (Cheers.) 

The Chairman, in proposing *' The health of the Lord 
Lieutenant of the County, who, he said, was the Queen's 
represeotative, remarked that his Grace never failed to 
make his appearance on all oooasions when he could pro- 
mote the interest of the county, the city, or the Volunteer 
movement. (Cheers,) It was quite unnecessary for him to 
say anything to induce them to drink the toast. Every 
man loved and respected him, and he sincerely hoped that 
he would long enjoy the honourable position which he held 
in this county, and that they might all live to see it. (Much 
cheering.) 

The Duke of MAauiOBOUGH, in returning thanks, observed^ 
that since he had the honour of filling the post of Lord 
Lieutenant, it had been an office of real importance. His 
first duty was to embody the militia, and he need not remind 
them how nobly the embodiment was proceeded with, and 
how well their miliury duties had been discharged. At the ex- 
piration of their service he had to convey to them the approval 
of the manner in which they had performed their autien. 
His next duty was to watch over that mighty movement 
which Englishmen had put forth in the volunteer movement. 
He was happy to thmk that this county was almost the first 
to join in tnat movement ; and he would pay a tribute of 
praise and thanks to the University in supporting that 
movement, by at once responding to it, and by their energetic 
action having obtained the high honour of being the seventh 
corps in England. Their first step was to obtain subscrip- 
tions ; and here at onoe the spirit and feelings of Englishmen 
showed themselves. Hardly a week had elapsed before a 
sura of 1,5002. had been subscribed, while at the same time 
volunteers flocked to the ranks so quickly that very soon the 
volunteer force had become equal to the militia, and he had 
no doubt would soon exceed that branch of the service. They 
could not shut their eyes to the fact that this movement 
had been the result of actual necessity. No doubt they 
were all most anxious to be on the best of terms with their 
neighbours, but still they were determined that their great 
interests, their oonimeretal character, and that vast material 
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wealth which Ood's providence had given to them, shoaTd 
not be destroyed by any foe. (Cheers.) They owed it to 
Earope and the world that thone bleasingii of freedom which 
they had inherited from their forefathers they should 
transmit untarnished to their descendants— (cheers)— un- 
impaired by foreign aggression. (Cheers.) That which really 
called this movement into being was the position of a foreign 
country. It was useless to point out any particular Power, 
and it might be disrespectful to nameany individual sovereign 
of Europe, but what all their aims were directed against was 
a system which had once been ri vetted on Europe, which 
might be termed Napoleonism, and which, he was sorry to 
say, might yet deluge the whole of Europe with blood. Thai 
was a system which ttus country had ever shown itself opposed 
to, even when it had made head alt over Europe ; and they 
were determined now to show that though they were desirous 
of living on the beet terms with their neighbours they were 
nevertheless prepared to put themselves in snob a poMiion 
as to be able to say, "Touch us who dare. ^ (Cheers.) He 
was quite sure that there was a most anxious desire on the 
part of all present for the sueoess, prosperity, and permanence 
of the volunteer movement — ^a movement which was inter- 
woven with the hearts of the people. He oould not sit down 
without impressing on the minds of the rifle volunteers now 
present the importance of paying great attention to military 
disclptine^ for without that the vMunteer force would, as a 
help to the regular defsnces of the kingdom, be utterly 
worthless. It was only by assimilating them t»the regular 
army that they would be able to act with it in the defence 
of their country, which he was sure it was their most aniiouB 
wish to do. (Cheers.) 
The Chairman next gave "The High Sheriff.*' 
The High Sberup briefly returned thanks. 
The Chairman then said he never rose with greater 
pleasure, as he had to propose a toast which every one in 
this room would concur in, including the ladies, who 
for the flri*t time had honoured them with their pre- 
sence. The toMt was *' The Bishop of Oxford," and he 
was sure it would be welcomed from one end of the county 
to the other. He felt that he could not do justice to tb» 
toast, and, therefore, they must take the will for the deed* 
(Muoh cheering.) 

The Bishop of Oxford, who, on rising, was received with 
renewed cheering, spoke as follows :-— *' 8ir, I than : you 
very heartily for the way in which you have proposed my 
kealth in tbts great oompany, and I thank the gueste around 
your table for the kind manner in which they responded to 
it There may be some disposed at first sight to say that at 
such a gathering as this— a warlike gathering— we men of 
peace are a little out of plAoe. but I think that that would 
be a very shallow view, tor I believe it is in the interest of 
peaoe itself that every weH-oonstitiited military armament is 
equipped, and that above all such a movement as this is most 
distinctlya movement on behalf of peace. (Cheers.) I may say 
that there ought to be nothing which is manly, which i» 
English, which is brave, which should be a stranger to um 
as ministers of religion, for I maintain that there is no body 
of men on earth who uphold and maintain bravery and 
manKness, and old English feeling, more than the English 
Church. (Cheers.) Well, then, if this applies to every 
department of a well-constituted military movement, itrauHt 
uiipecially apply to such a movement as this liecaubc thi» 
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18 pre-eminently a defensive movement, and cannot be made 
an impressive one. Above all, it is one in which under no 
conoeivable ntate of circumstances could we begin by fighting 
for *'an idea," and end in the annexation of a province. 
(Loud and long-oonUnued cheering. ) Though this is a peace 
movement, I believe it is one which is frau^mt with blessings 
in many wa^s to the people of this land. If it did nothing 
else than bnng the youn^ men of our cities, our counties, 
our universities under military disdptine, and accustom them 
to the ordinary athletic exerdses wmch belong to that 
calling, I believe that this of itself would be a great blessing 
to the land. We have, thank Qod, a will and 8treng£ 
which any enemy would find impregnable, if he dared to tey« 
(Cheers.) Furthermore, I believe that the very rise of this 
movement among us has been one of the grei^eiit possible 
securities for the peace of Europe, not only because it has 
taught the babblers who held that we were an extinct and 
eilbte people that they were talking the most arrant non- 
sense, not only because it has convinced men that there 
wou Id be a direct and most energetic physical opposition to any 
attack on this land such as they hM liMe counted on, but 
because this movement tended to show pre-eminently 
throughout the whole civilized world how entirely and ab- 
solutely we were an united people. (Cheers.) Because we 
have our comparatively trifling home discords, other nations 
think we are a divided people. But our quarrels are but as 
lovers' quarrels, which leaa only to closer embraces and to 
stricter amity. (Cheers.) This movement has done more 
than anything which could be conceived to convince Europe, 
watching it with eager, and some portions Ivith alarmed eyes, 
that if an enemy of this land ventured upon the dangerous 
experiment of an invasion; he would find that the first ring 
of a hostile rifle on the rirgin shores of Britain would rouse 
the whole nation, men, boys, and even women, who would 
soon teach their foe with rifles which would echo throughout 
the kingdom, that England would suffer no hostile foreign 
foot to tread upon its sacred shores." (Loud cheers.) 

The Chairman said that the next toast which he had the 
honour to propose was the toast of the evening, *' The health 
of Colonel North and the Officers and Men of the CHty Bifle 
Corps." (lioud cheers). If he did not do full justice to the 
subject, he trusted they would extend to him their indulgence 
— (cheers)— for how to adequately express his sentiments he 
really did not know. (Hear, hear). It was a subject of 
great gratification to nim to find so many gentlemen 
assembled around him on such an occasion— (hear, hear) — 
to find so many gentlemen who had come forward to do 
honour to the cause which they were now celebrating. 
(Hear). At first he thought of baring them at his own 
residence, but the weather had been such that it was found 
impossible to do so ; and therefore, by the kind permission 
of the Mayor, he had been enabled to entertain them in the 
Town Hall. (Hear, hear). It was a matter of great Ratifi- 
cation to find that there were about 200 Volunteers m the 
City who were ready to defend their Queen and countij 
in time of need — (cheers) — and he felt convinced that if 
double that number were wanted in the City they would 
come forward at once. ( Loud cheers). While such patriotic 
eeutimente animated their hearts, we need fear no danger 
from A threatened invasion— (more cheersj-^f or the Volunteers 
would be ready at their poHts. (Renewed cheers). So long 
ab the volunteer force continued in existence we need fear 
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no foreifpi a^Bgrewion. foi we could then defend ourselves* 
(Hear, hear). Mr. Morrell then briefly referred to the pari 
which the Oxford City Riflee took at the Review in Hyde 
Park, and concluded by proposins the toast. It was drunk 
with three times three, and one cheer more. 

New national song^Hr. T. Distin. 

Colonel KoBTH, in responding to the toabt, said ha 
begged, in the name of the officers and men of the oorps. 
to return their best thanks to Mr. Morrell for the honour 
be had done them in inviting them to that splendid enter* 
tainment (hear, hear), and to the assembled oompan.v for 
the cordiality with which they had drunk the toaut which 
their entertainer had just proposed. From the moment 
when the subject of the formation of Volunteer Corps wan 
first mooted, their worthy host had not only expressed his 
warmest admiration for the movement, but had subsoribed 
largely towards its support. (Cheers.) Under these oir- 
cunistanoea it must be a source of great gratification to him 
to find so many of his friends and neighbours coming 
forward in support of the cauie, and ready to defend their 
native-land. (Hear). If he had had the smallent share in 
bringing the Corps to their present state of efficiency, he 
might have bad some claim upon their notice ; but owing 
to the length of the Session of Parliament, and to his 
having gone to the school at Hythe, he had been prevented 
from taking that part in their training which he desired. 
The only excuse he oould give for going to the school wan, 
that a man should never omit an opportunity of improving 
himself. (Hear, hear.) From the beginning of the 
volunteer movement be felt o«rt.>iin of its success, and from 
the xealous spirit with which every volunteer entered into 
it he felt assured that they would soon prove a moitt efficient 
body. (Cheers.) He also felt sure that the same sood sense 
which enabled every man to acquire a knowledge of his 
military duties would teach them that it was not in strength 
of aim, uor in numbers, but in diNuipline that the efficiency 
of an army depended. (Hear, hear.) Their worthy host 
had referred to the review in Hyde Park. He (Col. North) 
had the pleasure of accompanying them on that occasion, 
aud be thought that as long as they lived they would never 
forg«t that ringing cheer which burst from the 72,000 
Volunteers. (Loud cheers.) It was a cheer which pro- 
ceeded from the very bravest of the country, and however 
we might differ on political subjectfi— however rooob we 
might be divided upon other topics— on this we were ail 
agmd, that a foreign power bad only to raise a finger to 
cause hundreds of thousands of our fellow countrymen to 
rise in support of the national cause. (Cheers.) He (Col. 
North) was happy to find that the Lord Lieutenant of the 
County took such an interest in the Volunteer movement, 
and he was gratified to think that that feeling was not 
diminished when, at the review in Hyde Park, he saw the 
Corps march past the Queen, and were reviewed by the first 
Noldier in the country. (Cheers.) The gallant Colonel 
concluded by again thanking the company for drinking the 
toast in such a cordial manner, and resumed hi« seat amid 
loud applause. 

The Chairman then proposed "The health of the Earl 
of Abingdon, the Lord Lieutenant of the County of Berks, 
and High Steward of the City of Oxford." (Cheers.) 

The lilarl of Abingdon, in returning thankn, said it was a 
:;rcat satisifactton to him to know that there ixiiited the

greatest unanimity and cordiality between (he Rifle Oorps 
of Oxfordiihtre and Berlubire. it afforded him at all timea 
the greatest aatisfaotion to reflect upon his long and intimate 
connexion with the County of Oxford, and he oould not but 
reflect with the greatest pride and gratification upon that 
memorable ooeasion to which the Chairman bad referred^ 
when he with the Lord Lieutenants of the variona ooontiee 
followed her MiHio*^3r'« carriace down the line, and when he 
law the two Corps form one battalion. It afforded him the 
greatest gratifieation to see his gallant friend, Colonel North, 
side by side with Colonel Lindsay and other distinguished 
officers of both Counties. That oircamstanoe proved to him 
that the utmost unanimity and good feeling existed among 
the members of the two Corns, and it proved that the 
strongest determination existea among all ranks and dassea 
in the community to maintain the freedom and independence 
of the conntry against all oppressors and foreign foes» come 
from whatever quarter they may. He was glad to see their 
worthy Chairman exercising his hospitelity on that occasion, 
for the purpose of encouraging the Volunteer movement in 
this City. He (Lord Abingdon) rejoiced to see amongst 
them the representative of the Oueen in the County of 
Oxford, and by bin presence giving his sanction to this great 
movement; and he was also glad to hear from the dis- 
tinguished officer who had addressed them that there was 
no pettyjealousy existing between the Line and the Volunteer 
Corps, and that, In common with the Cominander-in*Chief, 
they regarded it as a valuable auxiliary to the regular army. 
< Cheers.) He was glad to hear his Right Rev. friend the 
Lord Bitihop of tbe Diocese express his entire approval of 
the movement in that eloquent and graphic language so 
peculiarly his own. (Cheers.) He was glad to see amongst 
them tbe Doctors in Divinity, the Mayor, Aldermen, and 
Magixtrates of the City, each one testifying by h\» presence 
his cordial approval and hearty co-operation with their 
fellow'oitisens, who, at considerable personal inconvenience 
and at a sacrifice of time and expenHC, were preparing 
themselves to serve their Queen and country, should the 
neoessity unfortunately arise. (Cheers.) God grant thst 
tbe day may never arrive ; God grant that that alliance may 
never be disturbed between tbe two countries which is so 
essential to the interests of both ; that we might see tbe two 
nationa rivals, not in amis but in peace, in commerce not in 
war, promoting together the freedom of commerce by meana 
of that commercial treaty which has been recently concluded 
between the two countries, and ratified by Parliament. They 
knew our military prowess, they had witnessed our courage 
and valour, for we hsd fought side by side with them, and 
both nations were now reposing on their laurels. But if a 
conflict should occur, bloody would be the struggle, for there 
would be a determination on tbe part of every British soldier, 
on the part of every British sailor, and he might add on the 
part of every Britiiih Volunteer to show, as far as in him 
Isy, that " Britons never will be slaves." (Much cheering.) 
The Duke of Marlborough proposed ** Ihe health of 
the Chairman," who was so intimately known to them all, 
and so highly esteemed, that be.felt it would be out of place 
to UNO words of flattery in his presence. At the same time 
he felt that a toast like thiu demanded some observations on 
hiH part. The npecches which had preceded this toast en- 
forced the necessitv— the imraniount noce&sity, of defending 
our institutions. No one thing, however, contributed motv 
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lo the grofttnegB snd proaperity of Ihts country than ita com- 
mercial activity, and it was very gratifying to find men, by 
steady earnest application, amassing for themselves an in- 
dependent fortune, and at the same time attaining the 
highest position and respect. There was no one thing more 
essiential to the happiness of this country than that afeel|ng 
of unity should pervade looalitiek, towns, and neighbou rs, 
and that a spirit of union should roanifesi itself as it had on 
this occasiou. He thought they would agree with him, that 
his respecied friend, Mr. Morrell, was one in whoee person 
the justice of these observations was exemplified. Uin com- 
uieroial prosperity represented what an Englishman might 
attain by uprightness aud integrity of conduct, while his 
acts showed that in amassing wealth, which Qod had placed 
in hb bands, he desired to make his neighbours happy, and 
to promote every object of public usefulness, as a Magistrate, 
a neighbour, and a citisen, and in aiding and abetting this 
glorious Volunteer movement — (Cbeers)— and bringing all 
in one united feeling of good-will and fellowship. (Cheers). 
He had had the pleasure of Mr. Morrell's aoquaintauce for 
many years, and bad always found him the same— kind, hos- 
pitable, an>i friendly. He (the Duke) was happy to have that 
acquaintance, and to assist at an entertainment of this 
description ; it was not the first of the kind which Mr. 
Morrell had given in that Hall, and he was sure they would 
all join witb nim in wishing the blessing of heaven on him- 
self and family, that he might long continue as a oitiien, a 
friend, and an Englishman, deeply imbued with English 
sympathies and feelings, and last, though not least, as a 
citisen of Oxford. (Rounds of cheers). 

The GuaXHMAV, in returning thanks, congratulated the 
Corps on the appointment of their Adjutant, Captain Fane, 
an appointment which he had been told would greatlv con- 
tribute to the efficiency of the Corps. (Much cheering). He 
was descended from a family highly respected in thiaoounty, 
was the grandson of " old honest John Fane," and the son 
of CoL Fane, who was present. (Renewed cheering). He 
(Mr. Morrell) wished to present a Rifle to be shot for, under 
such regulations as Colonel North might make, and he hoped 
that the best marksman would win, and that when he left 
the Corps he should give it up to be shot for again. (Much 
cheering). 

The Chairman proposed "The Vioe-Chancellor of the 
University and the University Rifle Corps." (Cheers.) 

The Vicb-Chancbllor, in responding, observed that the 
Bishop had expressedhis conviction that his lawn sleeves would 
not be contaminated by contact witli the rifle uniform, and he 
(the Vice-chancellor) did not think that their black gowns 
would receive any barm from this gatherins. He had, from 
the oommenceraent, taken a strong and lively interest in 
this movement which now occupied their attention, for it 
had long been evident to him that it was necessary for this 
country to put forth its strength in the sight of other nations. 
They must remember the position they were in some years 
ago, when they were threatened with invasion, and when 
every change in a neighbouring country made them tremble. 
(Cries of *' No, no.") They remembered the address of the 
French Colonels, against which they dared scarcely protest — 
when the Press, which spared neither the highest nor the 
lowest, was urged to mitigate its censures- when they had 
to re-construct tlieir Navy, as they were looked upon as a 
defencfluss nation. There was, however, a great diflbronce 
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between our past and present condition. But what was 
their position now? The same dark imagination was at 
work— the same hand wielded the same power, and the same 
hand was stretched over Spain tjxd Syria. That was their 
position now, and to what was it due? it was to several 
causes, but in a great d^pree to the fact that this nation had 
roused itself, and was the onlv nation where the Govern- 
ment allowed it to do what it had done. It was an old axiom 
of political wisdom that those who had arms in their hands 
were masters of every thin^. So it was, and they deserved 
to be masters of every thmg whose principles would not 
permit Uiem to do a wrong from a sense of justice, nor 
permit the slightest wrong to be done. Sixty years ago a 
comparatively small band of Irish Volunteers defied the 
Government, and wrested from it what it would not con- 
cede before. May the present state of things long continue ! 
may you ever be found ready and willing to discharge the 
duties devolving upon you, and may you always have a Go* 
vemment that will not fear to place arms in your hands. 
Had such always been the case, would a Laud or a Bucking- 
ham have conspired against the liberties of England ? Would 
the Major- Generals of Cromwell have tyrannized over the 
Provinces, or would theif forefathers have been indebted as 
the^ were to a Dutch Prince and a Dutch army f (Some con- 
fusion. ) He (the yioe-Chancellor) wished simply to compare 
the felicity of the present time with that of the past, and to 
show that thev haa been indebted to- foreign arms, and that 
what Garibaldi was doins now was at one time done for us. 
(Three cheers for Garibtudi.) They were greatly indebted to 
others, but if the youth of England had been then as it was 
now, there would have been no attempt at encroachment on 
their liberties. As to the moral effect of the Volunteer 
movement they had reason to be satisfied. He was assured 
by some, who recollected the Volunteer movement in 1802, 
that it would lead to dissipation and idleness, but they had 
seen their error, and he heard on aU sides that the effect on 
the physical pow^ers was admirable ; that reading men did 
not break down^ and that it had put a stop to a great deal of 
idleness and dissipaUon. (Cheers.) The most active and 
energetic men in the Bifle Corps were found to be equally 
so as students. There used to be an idea that any man was 
fit to be a soldier, but that was exploded, and it was found 
that it required the highest qualities, and a man was not 
fitted for it who did not discharge his duties in every rela- 
tion of life. They felt deeply indebted to the Volunteers 
for the comfort, peace, and security which they now enjoyed. 
(Cheers.) The Lord-Lieutenant had alluded to the employ- 
ment of wealth, and he was sure that they would all agree 
with him that Mr. Morrell dispensed his wealth in a way which 
disarmed all jealousy, for the poor partook of his bounty and 
the rich of his hospitality- (Mucn cheering.) The Volun- 
teers would see, from their reception that day, how deep an 
interest they excited, and should they be ever called on to 
act in defence of their country, they would have the fervent 
prayers and the best wishes of every class of their fellow- 
countrymen. (Much cheering.) 

The Chairman then proposed " The Mavor,'* and con- 
gratulated the City on having one of such high character 
and ability. (Loud cheers.) 

The Mayor Daid it afforded him much gratification at 
having his health proposed, and he returned his best thanks 
for the honour. He felt bound to do his best in rendering 
whatever assistance he could towards carrying out this

magntflcent banquet in a proper manner. (Hear.) It wm 
a banquet which could not fail to have the very best effect. 
(Hear, hear.) It wan not known to strangers, but it was 
known to many of those present what seal had been dis- 
played in bringing the City Bifle Corps to its present state 
of efficiency. Their drill had been perfonned with the 
utmost possible perseverance in winter's cold and in summer's 
heat (cheers) ; and he was happy to think that they now 
formed such a fine body of citisen soldiers. (Cheers.) It 
was a subject of gratification to the City of Oxford that one 
of her oittsens should take such a prominent part in the 
Volunteer movement, and he was glad to see so manv guests 
assembled at the banquet which that gentleman had given. 
(Hear, hear.) Those now present were what he might call 
the rich, but he was happy to say that to morrow 1500 poor 
families of this City would be regaled not only with the 
remains of this feast, but with an ample provision for their 
Sunday's dinner, to perpetuate in their memoiy this tes- 
timonial of the public appreciation of the Volunteer move- 
ment in this city. (Cheers.) The citixens would therefore long 
remember the treat given to the Volunteers by their worthy 
Chairman and his much-loved l%dy (loud cheers) — a lady 
who sympathised in every set of benevolence which he per- 
formed. (Renewed cheering.) He was thankful to Afr. 
Horrell for this feast ; his example was likely to exert a 
good influence throughout the length and breadth of the land ; 
for it showed that the nobility and the squirearchy had come 
forward to express their gratitude to those who, by their 
self-devotion, have given additional security to the Altar, 
the Throne, the hearths and homes of this our native land. 
(Loud cheers.) 

The Cbaiemar then gave " The County Members," and 
said that the county had reason to be proud in being repre- 
sented by three gentlemen, distinguished for their ability, 
integrity, and independence. (Cheers.) They could not 
forget the services which Mr. Heoley bad rendered the 
county, both as a Member and as Chairman of the Quarter 
Sessions. (Cheers.) Of Mr. Harconrt, he could truly say 
there was not a more independent Member in the House of 
Commons ; and every one would admit that Colonel North 
was *' the right man in the right place." (Much cheering.) 

Mr. Hbnlbt returned thanks, and remarked that when 
he considered how the excitement of the public mind ran 
so much on military matters, he oould not but feel that 
those who served their count^ in another line fell into the 
shade. He would not attempt to describe the effect of the 
Volunteer movement, because it had already been so well 
done by the two Lord Lieutenants, the Bishop of Oxford, 
the Vice-Chan oellor, and the Mayor ; he would, therefore, 
only add one word to what tliey had said. It had been ob- 
served, that for many years the free institutions of this 
country had been put on their trial, and that we did not do 
things so well as despotic Governments, but what had passed 
in the last two years showed that a free people oould 
place at the disposal of Government, in no grudging spirit, 
a large amount of revenue, besides backing them up with 
from 100,000 to 200,000 Volunteers to aid the armaments of 
this country. (Cheers. ) It had done what no other countiy 
had done in so short a time, because they valued the privi- 
leges they possessed, and did not intend to give them up. 
Those were the reasons which made this no slight or desul- 
tory movement ; it was founded on a solid basis, was not of 
a partial or evanescent nature, but would take deep root and

flourish. (Cheers.) He believed it to be impoisible to 
deecribe the eifect which it had on the whole world. In 
conclusion, he begged to thank the Ohairmsn for affordinif 
him the opportuoity of meeting them, and expressing his 
feelings of gratitude to the members of the corps. All 
present, he doubted not, felt with him that the Chairman 
had exercised bis hospitaliij in a good cause, and, if any- 
thing could be wanting to give it a crowning triumph, it was 
the gratifying fact that the poor of this plaoe coald partici- 
pate in it. (Much cheering.) 

Mr. Hakcoitrt rose to return thanks, but he spoke in so 
low a tone of voice, and there was so mu^ noise in the 
street at the time, that it was difficult to eatoh a sentenoe. 
As far as we could gather, the tenor of Mr. Haroourt's re- 
marks were to the eifect that the country cared less about 
Reform Bills than they did for putting this country in a 
position to defend itself against any aggression. He ex- 
pressed a hope that the Volunteer movement would not be 
of an evanescent character, but be well supported both by 
the Government and voluntary subscriptions. (Cheers.) 

Colonel North also responded, and said that he hoped 
that as long as he enjoyed the honor of being one of their 
Representatives, he should never forfeit their confidence or 
good opinion. (Cheers.) He thanked Mr. Morrell for pre- 
senting a rifle to the Corps, and he should have great 
pleasure in carrying his wishes into effect, that the best 
marksman might win it. (Cheers.) 

The Chairmah next proposed "The Ci^ Members," and 
in doing so he expressed his regret that Mr. Cardwell was 
prevented from attending by his oflloial duties in Ireland, 
and if it had not been for that oircumslanoe he had no doubt 
that he would have been amongst them upon that ocoaston. 
He was happy to say that his worthy and excellent friend, 
Mr. Langston, was present, who had represented (he City of 
Oxford in Pariisment for many years, and nothing could give 
him greater pleasure than to propose his health. — The toast 
was warmly drunk. 

Mr. Langston responded, and expressed his regret 
that his Right Hon. colleague, Mr. Cardwell, was unable to 
attend, but he was quite sure that he was only prevented by 
his official duties. Mr. Morrell had been kind enough to 
say that he (Mr. Langston) had had the honour of represent- 
ing the City of Oxford for many years. During that long 
period he had had tbe pleasure of attending many festive 
gatherings in that Hall, in celebration of many important 
events, but upon no occasion did he remember to have ex- 
perienced BO much pleasure as he did upon that occasion. 
The importance of the Volunteer movement had been so 
ably touched upon by several speakers who had preceded him 
that he should not attempt to repeat in less emphatic lan- 
guage the sentiments which he entertained upon the subject. 
He felt, as every man must feel, proud of his country when 
be saw what had bden done and what was now doing. The 
importance of the movement could not be over-estimated, 
and he was glad to find it was spreading instead of lessening. 
There was a time when the press was requested not to speak 
so strongly, and when a Minister of the Crown did not 
answer a despatch for fear of giving offence. That state of 
things arose from the conviction that the country was not in 
a proper state of defence, but it had passed away, and he 
hoped they would never see it acain. (Cheers.) In con- 
clusion, Mr. Langston expressed bis gratification at seeing 
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the Rifle Corpi luoveoK'nt miktng nuch a rapid pro^eufi 
ihrouj^hout the ooatitry,and he hoped it would long continue 
to prosper. (Cheers. ) 

The Bishop of Oxford, in proposing the health of " The 
Ladies/' said thst he felt that the Chairman had conferred 
upon him a great honour, in confiding the toast to him. The 
Chair man, in proposing the health of Colonel North and the 
Rifle Volnnteers, had said it was the toast of the evening ; 
but he (the Bishop) would venture to ask Colonel North and 
the other Volunteers present whether the real toast of the 
evening was not the one entrusted to him, namely, " The 
Ladies of England." (General cheering). He knew that 
the toast would meet with a hearty response, and for this 
reason, that never had roan been brave in arms except he 
loved the fair, for bravery and chivalry in man had ever 
gone together. (Cbeen). That was no idle sentiment,— it 
wan not an after-dinner sentiment— it was a great truth. 
What was it that marked the British people, and distin- 
guished them from their neifhboura across the water ? It 
was this,— the sanctity of fitmily life which entered into 
everything. (Cheers). Who had not seen, in providing 
this magnificent banquet, that the Chairman had had an eye 
to the gallery occupied by the ladies T (Cheers and hiUffbter). 
He (the Chairman) had done great things of himself , out he 
would venture to sav that he would not have been half the 
man he had if it bad not been for the presence of the ladles 
in the gallery. (Cheers). That was no doubt the case, and 
Boglishmen would be brave, manly, and honest, while 
English mothen. English daughtera, and English wivea 
were what English mothen, English daughters, and English 
wives are. (Cheen). Every man in England set his foot 
on a rook against an invading force when there were British 
homes for him to defend m>m the sword of an enemy. 
(Cheera). Therefore he said that the toast which he had 
the honour to propose was the toast of the evening, it wsa 
that which was underlying the feeling, it was in every 
Engtishman'd breast, and was embodied in the toast he 
would now venture to propose, " The Ladies of England." 
The toast was drunk in a most enthusiastic manner. 

Glee—*' Health to the fairest." 

The Chairman next proposed "The Colonel and Lieut.- 
Colonel of the Oxfordshire Militia." The county of Oxford 
had great reason to be proud of its Militia force, and he 
much regretted that Colonel Bowles was unable to be pre- 
sent upon that occasion. He would, therefore, couple with 
the toast the names of Lieot.-Coloiiel Fane, a gentleman 
with whom he had been acijuainted all his life, and his ex- 
cellent friend, Captain Cummg, who had done so much to 
promote the efllcienoy of the regiment. (Cheers.) 

Lieut. -Colonel Fans returned thanks, and said he would 
assure them, after the speeches he had heard that evening, 
and what he had seen, with regard to the Volunteer move- 
ment, that, although he might feel nervous upon that occa- 
sion, be should feel still more nervous if the Oxfordshire 
Militia was called out next year, as in all probability it 
would be. With regard to the Militia regiment^ he would 
only say that he had done nothing more than his duty. He 
had often been asked how it was that he, having a good 
home, and many of the amusements of life, should leave 
them all for the purpose of serving her Majesty in the 
Militia, He had done so for the purpose of serving his 
Queen and country, and the Rifle Volunteers had done the 
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same, but they would excuse him for saying that many of 
them, in leaving their occnpatious, were giving up their 
means of subsiittence ; but they were animated by a patriotic 
spirit, and freely sacrificed their time at the call of their 
country. He could only say that ther were as fine a force as 
he had seen for a long time, and he noped they would con- 
tinue to progress, both in numbers and efficiency. (Cheers.) 

Captain Cuming also responded in appropriate terms. 

The Chairman sgain rose, and ssid that, although they 
had already dm ok the health of the Army and Navy, he 
thought they should pay the same compliment to ^some of 
the officers present. He would therefore give " The health 
of the OfficerM of the Fourth Dragoon Ouards, now passing 
through Oxford, coupled with the health of Captain Broad- 
hurst." (Cheers.) 

Captain Broadburst returned thanks, and said that the 
honor of their being invited to this magnificent banquet was 
as unexpected as it was gratifying, and assured them that 
their route through Oxford would long be remembered with 
most pleaburabie feelings and aNSociations. (Cheers.) 

The Chairman said there was one toast which he never 
remembered to have heard omitted on an occasion of this 
kind. It was ** The Magistrates of the County of Oxford," 
and lie would couple with it the name of Mr. Ashhurst, a 
gentleman to whom he paid a high compliment upon his 
many good qualities. (Loud cheers.) 

Mr. Ashhurst said he begged to express his most 
grateful thanks for the honour they had done him in 
drinking his health. He could assure them that it caused 
hiM colleagues and himself great satisfaction to witness such 
H splendid spectacle, and to partake of the Chairman's 
hospitality. (Hear.) He would not occupy their time any 
longer, but merely repeat his thanks for their Chairman's 
kindness. 

The Chairman then proposed "Lord Churchill and the 
Oxfordshire Yeomanry Cavalry," coupling with the toast 
the name of Lord Norrevs. (Cheers. ) 

Lord NoRRBTs said he begged to thank them most 
heartily for the kind manner in which they had received his 
name in connexion with the toast, and he could aasure 
them, on behalf of his brother officers, that it was highly 
gratifying to him to meet the Rifle Volunteers of the county. 
He hoped if ever the occasion should arise when their co- 
operation would be required, that the Rifle Volunteers and 
the Yeomanry would become more intimately acquainted 
with each other. He waii quite sure that, with an able and 
experienced officer like Colonel North, they would be able 
to do their duty as Englishmen. (Cheers.) 

The Chairman then proposed " The Sheriff of Oxford," 
which Mr. Stevens acknowledged. 

The Chairman next proposed "The Aldermen and 
3fagistratfs of the City of Oxford." 

Alderman Sadlsr returned thanks in a stirring speech. 

The Chairman proposed " Foxhunting," which was 
acknowledged by Colonel Pbbl. 

** The health of Adjutant Fane" was next drunk with 
much applause, and that gentleman, in returning thanks, 
said he did not think he deserved the hearty cheers which 
had been given him, but if, in the discharge of his duty, 
they felt he had deserved them, he was quite satisfied. He 
thanked the officers for the assistance they had rendered 
him in making them such efficient soldiers, and he also 
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thanked the non-oommistioned officers for thoir ttriet 
attendance at drill, for, with a feir exceptiont, the attend- 
ance had been very regular. He begged to thank the 
members of the Corps for the attention they had paid to 
his orders, and he could truly say when they were inspected 
by a general officer that they would profe UiemseWes equal 
to any in the district. (Cheers.) 

The Chairman proposed " The health of Captain Parsons 
and Lieat. Thom8on,''aQd complimented the Utter gentleman 
on carrying off a prise at Hythe. The toast was warmly 
drunk. Both gentlemen briefly acknowledged the com- 
pliment, the latter stating that it was a great gratification to 
Dim, for the honour of the Corps, that be had been 
successful in gaining a prise. (CheersO 

The remaining toasts were — '*Mr. Baymond Barker*' — 
" Mr. J. T. Norris, M.P." Both of these gentlemen 
returned thsnks. 

The company then withdrew to the Council Chamber, 
where tea and coffee were senred, shortly after which they 
took their depsrture. 

The Orpheus Olee Union contributed grestly to the 
etuoyment of the night, and nothing could surpass the 
exquisite manner in which they executed the Tarious 
glees, &c 

The hall never presented a more brilliant appearance, 
and the ladivs appeared to be struck with the enthumssm 
which prevailed. 7*he splendid piece of plate presented to 
Mr. Morrell on his retirement from the masterMhip of the 
Old Berkshire Hunt formed a very attractive feature, and 
was placed in front of the ladies* gallery at the end of the 
Hall. 

The number of guests present amounted to nearly 400, of 
which the Volunteers and Officers constituted about 150. 
This was exclusive of the ladies, who were liberally supplied 
with champsgne and dessert. 

In compliment to Mr. Morrell, flags were hoisted on the 
County Hall, several of the Churohes and private houses, 
and the City bells rang as the company arrived at the Halt. 
The City presented a more animated scene than we have 
witnessed for a long time, for the streets were crowded, snd 
the Volunteers had some difficulty in making their way to 
the Town Hall, in consequence of the great conoourse 
of people. 

Altogether the gathering was a magnificent one, was 
most complimentMry to the Bifle Corps, and will long 
be remembered with unmixed delight by all who were 
present. 



Mr. Morrell having generously determined that the poor, 
as well as the rich, should participate in this celebration, 
(caused to be distributed on Saturday, at the Town Hall, 
8000 lbs. of mutton, 2000 quartern loaves, and 2000 quarts 
of beer, to 1600 poor families resident in Oxford, the 
total number of persons who thus shared his bounty 
amounting to &55o. The distribution was superintended 
by the Mayor (T. Bsndall, Esq.) and Mr. Alderman Sadler, 
assisted by the City Marshal (Mr. Lucas), and occupied from 
twelve o'clock in the day until seven in the evening.
